Rogers, whose plane was entered in 
the $35,000 sky marathon, by Leland 
A. Bryant, Los Angeles architect, was 
formerly with the British Navy Air 
service. 
The ship was a full cantilever mono­ 
plane, built by the Bryant Aircraft 
Syndicate, of Lfls Angeles. 
It was 
powered with two motors, set tandem 
above the cockpit, so that one motor 
pulled and the other acted as a push­ 
er.
